1 . Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

These claims are replete with indefinite recitations and idiomatic/grammatical 
errors. For example: claim 1, line 2 "mainly made up of, line 4 "matching to a screw", 
line 5 "the present invention being", line 8 "matching to", lines 15-16 "chosen according 
to the favor and taste of the users", line 16 "to be collected around", line 18 "suspend 
regularly downwards"; claim 2, line 2 "can be made"; claim 3, lines 2-3 "is shaped"; 
claim 4, line 1 "to both ends", line 3 "at the ends of a wooden or plastic upper beam"; 
claim 5, line 1 "to both ends", line 2 "is turned in 180 degree". 

These claims are replete with terminology for which there is no antecedent basis. 
For example: claim 1 , line 1 "the ends", line 12 "the lower section". 

Furthermore, these claims are replete with narrative and operative language. For 
example: claim 1, lines 15-21. 

The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device.
